REMARKS 

Claims 1-10, 20-25, 31, 33-37, 40, 42-50, 65-72, 78, 97-107, 114 and 116 are 
presented for consideration. Claims 1, 20, 31, 33, 65, 78, 97, 114 and 116 are the independent 
claims. 

Initially, Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesy extended 
toward their representative during the telephone conversation of February 9, 2007. 

The telephone conversation focused primarily on the outstanding rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. §101. Based on the conversation with the Examiner, the apparatus and method 
claims have been amended to be better tangibly embodied on a computer. 

It is noted with appreciation that Claims 31, 78 and 1 16 are allowed, and the 
remaining claims are indicated as containing patentable subject matter.
